Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1966,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations,  1 959 ^  and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67« 

The  health  figures  give  reasonable  cause  for  satisfaction,  with  a 
marked  increase  of  births  over  deaths  during  1966,  a  rising  birth  rate,  lowered 
general  death  and  infant  mortality  rates,  and  no  maternal  mortality 0  Deaths 
from  cancer  and  respiratory  diseases  fell  to  half  those  of  the  previous  year 
and  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  major  infectious  diseases • 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  are  shown  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Report  as  a  Five-year  table,  and  also  this  year  a  report  is  included  of  the 
work  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  in  Shepton  Mallet,  for  information. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  public  health  staff  was  again  taken  up  with 
meat  inspection  duties  and  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  salmonella  infections 
in  dairy  herds,  but  fortunately,  in  respect  of  the  latter,  there  was  no  spread 
to  the  community.  Once  again  every  assistance  was  given  to  the  organisers  of 
the  Bath  and  West  Show  at  its  permanent  site  over  supervision  of  catering  and 
toilet  facilities,  sewage  and  refuse  disposal. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Staff 
for  their  ready  help  at  all  times  and  for  their  detailed  contribution  to  this 
Report.  Also  to  the  Clerk,  other  Officers  of  the  Council  and  Council  Members 
for  their  support. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  pay  tribute  to  the  loyal  work  of  my  previous 
Secretary,  Major  T.  W.  Foster,  who  was  also  previously  a  member  of  the  R.D.C. 
Staff  for  many  years,  and  who  passed  away  after  a  prolonged  illness  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1 966 


(the  figures  are  in  general  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached 
to  them,  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made) 

Population 

The  Registrar-General1 s  figures  show  an  estimated  increase  of  only  20 
over  the  mid-year  population  for  1965*  but  births  exceeded  deaths  by  90 • 

Births 

Live-Births  -  again  shewed  an  increase,  with  four  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  A*  correspondingly  raised  Birth  Rate  is  obtained  which,  when 
adjusted  by  the  Area  Births  Comparability  Factor  (which  makes  allowance  for  the 
age  structure  of  the  District),  shows  a  Corrected  Birth  Rate  significantly  bette 
than  that  of  the  County  as  a  whole  or  England  and  Wales.  .The  percentage  of 
Illegitimate  Live  Births  was  again  less  than  the  average  of  the  County. 

Still-Births  -  the  number  of  these  (four)  was  the  same  as  in  1965.  The 
Still  Birth  Rate  was  slightly  less  than  in  the  previous  year  though  again  high 
compared  with  County  and  National  figures. 

Deaths 

Ail  Ages  -  there  was  a  large  drop  in  these,  to  36  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  giving  death  rates  noticeably  better  than  County  and  National 
averages.  - 

Infant  Deaths  -  were  one  less  than  in  1965*  giving  an  improved  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  better  than  that  of  the  previous  year  and  less  than  the  National 
average,  but  higher  than  the  County  figure.  As  all  the  deaths  were  under  one 
week,  the  Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rates  were  higher 
than  those  of  1965  and  the  County  and  National  averages. 

Maternal  Mortality  -  there  were  again  no  deaths  in  woman  from  the 
District  as  a  result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Causes  of  Mortality 

Cardio-Vascular  Diseases  -  caused  by  far  the  greatest,  number  of  deaths 
(54) >  which,  with  the  exception  of  one,  were  all  at.  the  age  of  55  years  or  over. 
Of  these,  Coronary  and  Other  Heart  Diseases  caused  32  deaths  and  Vascular 
Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  12.  .  .  .. 

•  fencer  freaths  -  (15)  were  half  those  of  the  previous  year,  and  as 
regards  site,  it  will  be  seen  that  Lymphatic  and  other  Malignant  Neoplasms 
accounted  for  8  and  Stomach  and  Lung  Cancers  2  each,. 

.Respiratory  Diseases  Deaths  —  (7)  fell  to  less  than  half  those  of  1965» 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

These  are  shown  for  the  first  time  in  a  Five  Year  Table  shewing  roughly 
the  usual  two  year  periodicity  of  Measles. 

The  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  were  unrelated  both  in  time  and 
locality.  The  three  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  notified  all  came  from  one  village 
and  there  'was  no  spread.

There  -are  now  no  major  private  supplies  in  the  District.  .Action 
is  in  progress  to  have  owners  connect  to  the  new  public  mains  in  Oakhill. 

3 o  Individual  Private  Supplies 

191  houses  in  the  District  (5.6fQ  are  still  supplied  with  water 
from  individual  vvells  or  springs,  a  slight  decrease  on  last  year.  171  of 
these  houses  have  the  water  laid  on  internally,  and  20  rely  on  an  external 
well  or  spring.  In  most  cases  these  houses  with  individual  private  supplies 
are  in  out-lying  areas  v^here  the  main  supplies  are  not  available.

Table  A  on  page  23  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  houses  in  each 
Parish.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  3*4-38  houses  in  the  District,  3<J79  (92.5^0 
have,  a  piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main  or  a  private  main. 
171  (5/0  have  spring  or  well  water  laid  on  internally,  and  20  (0.6fr)  of  the 
houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside  well  or  spring.  The  majority  of  these  20 
houses  are  unfit,  and  will  be  dealt  with  under  Slum  Clearance  Procedure. 

68  houses  are  still  supplied  by  Standpipe  or  an  outside  tap. 

Table  B  on  page  21+  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that  3*072 
houses  in  the  District  (89/0  obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from  the 
public  mains  and  107  (3«2fc)  from  private  mains.
